The Folly ot the French. 

It is an undoubted fact that the immod- 
erate self-esteem of the French has been 
one of the chief causes of their present 
unfortunate condition, and that the hard 
lessons taught them by the last war have 
not been profited by to their full extent is 
just as evident to every observer who takes 
an interest in French affairs. ‘The debates 
in the French National Assembly, the furi 
ous articles in the public journals of 
France, and the arrogant tone assumed by 
all classes in that country, show contiu- 
sively that the old folly is still alive 
there. Nevertheless, we greet it as a 
healthy sign that a number of the 
more clear-headed and far-sighted men in 
France have stripped themselves of these 
shackles of folly, and have assumed the 
ungrateful task of opening the eyes of 
their countrymen, and of destroying the 
pleasant but most pernicious dream of a 
fancied superiority. At first only in a 
small number, these true patriots begin to 
come forward graduajly in larger numbers, 
and there is a fair show that their efforts 
will not be utterly devoid of success. 
Their articles are of the most intense inter- 
est to outsiders, as well as to their own 
countrymen, inasmuch as they are treating 
of a subject closely connected with the 
personal welfare of the latter, while they 
give us outsiders a correcter picture of the 
present condition of France than we could 
obtain anywhere else. 

One of the most prominent of these 
truly liberal spirits is M. JuLEs RIcHARD, 
of the Paris Constitutionel, whose articles 
we have quoted already in a preceding 
number. ‘‘In my eyes,” he wrote recently, 
‘‘there is something still worse than a de- 
feat, and that is if a person refuses to own 
up to a defeat. If a people has not been 
able to conquer it ought at least to be able 
to play the part of the defeated, and one 
of the greatest proofs of the demoralization 
of the French lies in the fact thatthey cane 
not brave their misfortunes and draw a 
lesson from them, There is at this mo- 
ment in France not one of the lower or 
middle classes who is not fully convinced 
of it, that we might have continued the 
war and finally burned down the mus- 
tache of King Wriu1am. If somebody 
tells them we were defeated, utterly de- 
feated, they call him a traitor to his coun- 
try. Ournational pride, or rather our un- 
bearable vanity, will not admit that the 
‘grande nation’ has been beaten for once. 
And then, the history of France has been 

always taught to us in such a style that we 
know nothing of our former defeats. 
Our historians always tell us that we have 
always been the victors. It hag been said 
justly that our Generals knew nothing of 
our geography, but we can add that our 
statesmen know nothing of our history. 
But we have been beaten, and the best 
service our Government could do us would 
be not to flatter us, but, on the contrary, to

Germany is not the only country in Eu- 
rope to which France is compelled to pay 
indemnities for expenses incurred during 
the last war. While the German armies 
were driving the French before them, some 
of their troops took refuge in the territo- 
ries of the surrounding States.
